INTRODUCTION.

INTRODUCTION. 

Ch. I. on the Eeporfc («) of the Chancery Funds Commissioners, made in 
the year 1864, being distinguished by an asterisk. 

1. The office of the Accountant-General of the Court of Chancery 
is abolished, and her Majesty's Paymaster-General is substituted ' 
for him (/). The Paymaster-General's office for Chancery busi- 
ness is termed the " Chancery Pay Office," and his account at the 
Bank of England on behalf of the Court of Chancery, the " Chan- 
cery Pay Office Account" (g). 

2. The Consolidated Fund is rendered liable to make good to 
the suitors of the Court of Chancery all money and securities in 
Court (h). 

3*. Provisions are introduced regulating the mode in which 
orders dealing with funds in Court are to be intituled (i), the 
mode in which the amount dealt with, and the source whence it 
arises, is to be expressed (k), and the order framed (I), and how the 
period of computation and rate of interest payable under an order 
is to be denned (m). 

4*. Money and securities may be paid or transferred into, or ' 
deposited in, Court, on a written request (ri) without an order. 

5*. The various operations in the Chancery Pay- Office will, it is 
assumed, be performed during vacations in the other Chancery 
offices ; but the special direction of the Judge is required for the 
issuing by the Eegistrars, of a certificate for the sale, transfer or 
delivery out of securities during any vacation in their office (o). 

6. In urgent cases money may, without delay, be lodged at the 
Bank of England, with a view to subsequent transfer to the 
Chancery Pay Office Account (p). 

7*. Each sum of money paid in under the Lands' Clauses Con- 
solidation Act, 1845, or the Copyhold Acts, is placed to a separate 
account, instead of being carried to a general account, and by 
this means an erroneous application of any particular sum is 
prevented (q).

9*. A deposit account for the suitors' moneys, carrying interest 
at the rate of £2 per cent, per annum, without deduction on 
account of income tax, has been established ; the interest will 
accrue monthly, and be accumulated by being half-yearly placed 
on deposit (s). 

10*. The range of securities capable of being deposited in 
Court in the same manner as Exchequer bills has been extended, 
and in future such securities will not be required to be placed in 
in a box, and the box deposited at the Bank (t). 

11*. Dividends, as well as principal payable in respect of 
securities in Court, will be received by one of the cashiers 
of the Bank (w), and, in the case of securities transferable 
by delivery, without requiring as hitherto that the box containing 
them should be delivered out for the purpose of enabling the divi- 
dends or principal to be received, thus avoiding the expense of the 
delivery out and re-deposit of the box (x). 

12. Money ordered to be paid to persons entitled in their own 
right, may be paid to their personal representatives, where such 
persons die before the receipt {y) ; this will save considerable 
expense and delay (2). 

13. Stock may be converted into cash more expeditiously and 
at a less expense (the charge for brokerage being saved) than 
would be incurred by selling in the open market (a) ; the cash 
may be placed on deposit, and thus while the dealing with the 
fund is facilitated, the suitor does not lose all the interest (b).

A list of the suitors' stock and cash accounts not dealt 
with during the preceding fifteen years, is to be published 
triennially (commencing with the 1st October, 1873), instead of 
quihquennially (/).

The office oftheAccountant-General of the Court of Chancery (a) 
is abolished from the 6th of January, 1873 (&) and Her Majesty's ; 
Paymaster-General for the time being, who may act by deputy, is 
to perform all the duties and exercise all the powers and authori- 
ties which were performed or exercised by the Accountant- 
General^), and all securities and money (except certain slaye- 
compensation funds which are transferred to the Commissioners 
for the Reduction of the National Debt (d) ), then rested in the

have had and all Acts of Parliament, rules and orders made in 
pursuance of any Act of Parliament, general rules and orders, and 
orders of the Court of Chancery, and all instruments and proceed- 
ings of every description referring to the Accountant-General of 
the Court of Chancery or of the Court of Exchequer are, subject 
to the provisions of the Act and of any rule made thereunder, to 
be construed and put in execution as if the Paymaster-General 
for the time being were named or referred to therein in place of 
such Accountant-General (/). 

The Treasury is to cause the Paymaster-General to keep in the 
neighbourhood of the place where the Court of Chancery usually 
sits, an office which is to be termed the Chancery Pay Office (g), 
for the transaction of Chancery business, and for making small 
payments in cash, and to provide the clerks and offices necessary 
for such purposes (A). The clerks and officers in the office of the 
Acconntant-General are transferred to the Chancery Pay Office 
to hold their offices on the like terms and conditions as they 
previously held them, but subject to the directions of the Treasury 
they are under the control of the Paymaster-General, and are to 
perform such duties in relation to any business in the Paymaster- 
General's Office as the Treasury may direct (i). The building 
which was formerly the office of the Accountant-General of the 
Court of Chancery has been appropriated as the Chancery Pay 
Office (fc).

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CHAPTER IV. 

PLACING ON DEPOSIT AND INVESTING MONET IN COURT, AND CON- 
VERTING GOVERNMENT SECURITIES INTO CASH. 



There are two modes in which money in Court may be made Modes of making 
to bear interest, viz., by placing it on deposit, and by investing it money in Court 
in Bank or East India, Stock, Government securities, or upon P roductive - 
mortgage of freehold or copyhold estates, in England or Wales (a). 

The practice of placing money on deposit, was introduced by 
the Court of Chancery (Funds) Act, 1872 (b), but it does not apply r ep ° sl ' 
to money paid in under the Parliamentary Deposits Act (c), or 
under the Trustees' Relief Act (except where the trustee's affidavit, no t p^cedin 
on which the money has been paid in, states that it is unnecesary deposit, 
that it should be invested (d) ), or to money paid into the Appeal 
Deposit Account (e), nor does it apply to money paid in (/) before 
the 7th of January, 1873 (g), under the Copyhold Acts (h), or the 
69th section of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845 («), 
and money will not be placed on deposit, where the order (h) under 
which the money is paid in contains a direction that the money is 
to be invested or dealt with otherwise than by being placed on 
deposit, or where any other order containing a similar direction 
with regard to the money is brought under the Paymaster-Gene- 
ral's notice, or where a request in writing by a solicitor acting on 
behalf of a person claiming to be interested in the money, that it 
may not be placed on deposit, is left at the Chancery Pay Office (T).

Interest due on the 31st of March and 30th of September in 
every year on money then on deposit will be credited to the cause 
or matter on which such money is standing on or before the 20th 
day of the following month, and when any money on deposit is 
withdrawn (except it is withdrawn during the months of April 
and October), the interest accrued, but not credited, on the money 
withdrawn, will be credited, at the time of withdrawal, to the cause 
or matter to the credit of which the money is standing at the

"When money in Court is expected to be distributed within 
two years, it is believed that it will be found more advantageous 
that it should be placed on deposit, than invested in securities, 
as all risk of loss by the variation of the market on realization 
will be avoided, and the expenses attending the investment 
and sale will be saved.

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APPENDIX I. 

THE COURT OV CHANCERY (FUNDS) ACT, 1872 (35 & 36 VIC. C. 44). 

An Act to abolish the office of Accountant- General of the High 
Court of Chancery in England, and to amend the law respect- 
ing the investment of money paid into that Court, and the 
security and management of the moneys and effects of the suitors 
thereof. * [Royal Assent, 6th August, 1872.] 

Whereas it is expedient to abolish the office of the Ac- 
countant-General of the High Court of Chancery in England, 
and to make provision respecting the transaction of the business 
of the office of the said Accountant-General, and the securing on 
the Consolidated Fund and managing the moneys, effects, and 
securities of the suitors of the said Court : 

And whereas the Commissioners acting under a commission 
issued by Her Majesty to inquire amongst other matters into the 
provisions for the custody and management of the stocks and 
funds of the Court of Chancery of England, and to suggest im- 
provements therein, by their report, dated the seventeenth of 
February, one thousand eight hundred and sixty-four, reported 
that it was expedient to establish a deposit account for suitors' 
moneys in the Court of Chancery, and to allow to the suitors in- 
terest at the rate of two per cent, per annum upon the moneys 
belonging to them whilst in the custody of the Court, but with- 
out depriving them of the right to require the investment thereof 
at any time on their own behalf and at their own risk (a) ; ■ 

And whereas it is expedient to provide for the establishment of 
such deposit account : 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal,
